Ottawa, April 13. — Before the stand- 
ing eonimittoe nn inunigration and colo- 
nization this iiKjniing, Dr. (ieorge E. 
.Dawson, of the geological survey, gave 
aonio iiitorosting information regarding 
the lands, tlio agricultural capacities, the 
forests and the mineral wealth of Urit^ah 
Colunobm and the Peace river districts. 
Mr. Dawaon commenced his statement 
with a reference to the land on the Frasei- 
river. He.said: — "Tlie laiuls iiilbeval- 
I ley of the Fraser are exceedingly fertile, 
and u|)on them stock will do well. There 
! aro soiuethiiig like 1,000 sfpiare mile.i, 
I 500 of which might be easily nlilix.ed. 
1 The character of the soil is uniformly 
j good, and the climate is very dry in aiiiii- 
I iiier. In winter the cold is considerabli', 
I but cattle can winter out all winter, anil 
I do well on the natural grasses. In the 
j northern part of the lower country, to the 
j extent of f.'JIJO sipiaro miles, the soil is 
i uniformly good, but is to a great extent 
j covered with trees. It is a country that 
1 will snii[iorc a large agricull iiral popnla 

tidii. The coast regions are not liable to 
; drought or occasional suninier frosts that 
■ the higher regions are li.ible to. The 
j climate is mild, and in the aggregate then." 
j ia a large quaniity of arable land. On 
the ialand of Vancouver there are 389,000 
acres of agricultural land, 300,000 > f 
I which aro well adapted for cnltivalioii. 
At present only about 10,000 acres aio 
cultivated. .A gre.at imrliiin of the back 
I country, whicli is suitable for agriculture, 
j ia densely covered with forests, and ow- 
1 ing to the high [)rice of labor and the 
comparatively small number of people 
' there, the economic advantages of clear- 
ing these forests, and bringing the land 
under cultivation, are not at present very 
great. ( )ii Queen L'liarlntte Island theiv 
' are 700,000 acres of land, ilie greater poi - 
j tion of which might be brought under 
I tillage. It is covered with forest trees. 
I may say that all through British Co- 
lumbia the soil, whore cultivable, is e.\ 
ceedingly fertile, and the produce of the 
island and the mainland is exceedingly 
large. The wheat average is from 110 tn 
■10 biiahels per acre. The Douglas fir or 
Oregon pine .is so far the only fir that has 
attracted mii-h "ommorciiil attention. 
That tree is found on the whole eastern 
coast of \'ancouver Island and on the 
mainland opposite, and is to he found in 
magnificent forests. The size of lliese 
trees i.s large. One we felled nieasiired 
IriOo feet in height, and was eight fuel 
four inches in diameter for 20 feet from 
the base. There are also to be foim<l 
there white piuo, which ia unfortunately 
rather roiuoto from the sea coast; hem- 
lock, which is Urgor than our hemlock ; 
oak, which ia not found in suflicient iii-.aii 
titles to be a commercial wood; yellow 
cedar, an excellent wood for cabinet-mak- 
ing, closed grained anU penetrated with a 
I'oainous substance which preaervos ii 
from decay; yellow pine, maple, cedar, 
and spruce. T'hrough every part of Brit- 
ish Columbia there is an excellent wood 
siipidy for all purposes. The Douglas 
pine ia not found on Queen Charlotte Is- 
land, hut it.s place is taken there by hem- 
lock, spruce, and yellow cyju'eas. The ai'ea 
of the island is a thousand square miles. 
]t is covered wiih very fine (imber, and 
there are excellent sites for mills there. 
A peculiar feature in reference to that ia- 
land is that, owing to the moistness of 
the climate, it is never visited by forest 
lirea. Fallon trees therefore decay and 
never burn, I spiuit a good [jart of the 
auinmor of '78 on Queen Charlotte Island. 

II the last century a large trade was car- 
ried on there in sea otter skins. Se.i 
otters are not caught on the west shon- 
now, but fine sealaare. The southern 
]>art of the island ia mountainous, but the 
north pnrt, known, as flraham Island, 
contains 700,000 acres of flat land, the 
whole of which, though now covered witli 
forests, will eventually bo brought under 
cultiv-ation. The climate is much like 
that cf Vancouver, but if anything bettor 
than V.ancouver. In some winters no 
snow falls there. In others a heavy snow 
falls, but it lies only a few days, when it 
disappears. The mildness of this island 
ia due to the fact that the Pacific finlf 
stream strikes the coast. The immediate 
resources of Queen Charlotte aro timber, 
fish, and mineral.s. Of the timber I have 
.spoken. In the matter of tiah, the deep 
sen fishery consists largely of halibut. It 
is true that halibut cannot be caiiiied or 
salted, but 1 have no doubt that iu time 
it will bo caught and sent away in re'- 
frigerator compartments. Dog fish are 
also caught, and a dog fish oil factory hn.s 
been established there. There are a great 
many fishing banks around the coast, 
wllich it would be well to have surveyed. 
I noticed the other day that in the Hritiah 
Columbia Legislature a gentleman sug- 
gested the introduction of tlio oyster and 
the lobster into British Columbia waters. 
The idea ia a good one. There is a small 
oyster there already, and this fact would 
ite'em to indicate that the large eastern 
oyster would thrive there. Mining is 
likely to be, in my opinion, the great 
central industry of British Columbia, In 
that province there ia a district 800 by 
400 riiiles, which yields all the ores of the 
Western States, but it has not, owing to 
the large forest growth and the later de- 
posits, been properly develoiied yet. (lold 
is almost universally ilistribiited over the 
province. There is scarcely any sireaiii 
of any a'.ZB in any part of the province in 
which one cannot wash out a few colors, 
aa they say. I know 106 localities, in 77 
of which gold can be obtained in the inain 
auriferous bolt, which runs from north- 
east to south-west, inaitle the Rocky 
Blountaiiia. From 1858 to 1882 the gold 
produced by British Columbia miners was 
valued at §-10,085,000, which is a great 
return considering that the avcrngo pcjpu- 
lation of the province waa probably not 
more than 10,000 whites. The aver/igo 
number of minors employed in these dig- 
gings was 2,940, and theavuriigo yield per 
man waa $683 per annum, It must be 
remembered though that these deposits 
are aa a rale only to be worked half' the 



year, so that this money waa earned in 
six months. The greatest yield in any 
one year was in 18li4, when it reached 
8:1,735,000. Lu.st vear tliii total yield was 
only §1,013,000. "Since 1801 the yield 
has declined. This is owing to the fact 
that up to the present placcr-miuing has 
been followed. The output of these 
placer minca of course reduces as they 
are worked. In British Columbia, how- 
ever, there is much auriferous ipiartz, but 
there is not a single C|uart:t find worked. 
We are now in the time between the 
working of the placer mines and the 
working of the quartx, I anticipate, as a 
result of the opening up of the country, 
that tho poorer placer mines and the 
quart/, will come into use There 
are a number of places whore 
silver ores have been found, and 1 
believe they are of promising description. 
.\rgeiitiferou.'> galenas liave been sent 
friiiii near tho head of tho Peaco river. 
They assay from S29 to §90 of silver per 
ton, but it ia too far away to he worked 
profitably at present. CJoal and lignite 
are widely spread over the whole prov- 
ince. The only seam of anthracite aa yet 
found waa found on Queen Charlotte isl- 
and. At Comox and Nanaimo, on Van- 
couver island, a true bituminous coal of 
excftllent quality is mined. It is the beat 
on the Pacific coast, and 1800 pounda oi 
it have produced the same quantity of 
steam as 2400 pouuds of S(!attlu coal. 
Nearly ono-Cfth of tho coal used in San 
Francisco is Vancouver coal. It ia quite 
probable that deposits similar to those on 
Vancouver island will be found at tho 
mouth of the Fraser. In tho mountains 
at Nicolai and on the north Thompson, 
both coal and lignite have been found. 
A lari;e part of the country in tho I'oace 
river basin ia of -'onaider.ible Hgricnltnral 
value. The total area of that country ia 
;;i, 550 square miles. The soil is fine silt. 
It resembles that of the Ked River valley, 
and is superior to that lying between the 
Red River valley and the Peace river. 
The fertility of the soil, owing to the 
small atteiupta made at cultivation, is 
cliiotly evidenced by the extreme luxuri- 
■mce of tlie vegetation. On the wlnde the 
district is one of the nu'st attractive I 
li.ive ever seen. To give some idea of its 
value 1 wiiuld siiy that I estimate that it 
will yield wheat lo tlieextent nf 470,000,- 
000 bushels. 1 believe that the whole of 
its area will be siiscejitible of cultivation, 
but 1 am not quite sure that on every 
part of it wheat will ripen. As fur aa I 
am able to judge of tho climate, it is as 
good as or better than that of Edmonton. 
There are su miner frusta, but I do not 
j think they are of siillicient severity to af- 
fect wheat over the greater part of the 
; country. At least that was niy experience 
1 of one year there. That year the early 
I frosts cut dov\ii the potato tops before 
I they were quite ripiMied about tho end of 
j August, but the wheat and other grain 
I were not atl'eoted by it. The mineral re- 
1 .sources of tho Peace river country an; 
! good, and c<)al and gold art' found in a 
number of streauis, and the Pi<acii rivei' 
j carriea with it a certain amount of Ihie 
j gold, '.hough not in suflicient quantities 
I to offer any chance of extensive mining, 
j The quality of coal there ia excellent. 
The committee adjourned.

men alone, and will take stops to prevent 
its continuance. Tho govornmont of 
Hongkong baa accordingly boon notified 
that such immigration will not bo al- 
luwed.

Panama, April 26.— -On March 7, 8, 

and 27, earthquake shocks were felt in 
Chili. On March 8 tho earthquake waa 
folt throughout tho Slate of CGluinbo,and 
in tho town of Autigua tlio famous cath- 
edral was thrown out of plumb and many 
columns ovorturnod. All tho houses 
there suffered more or loss. In Santa 
Rosa church steeples were injured and a 
number of houses rendered uninhabitable.

Sr. Ooehrano's Seport on British Oo- 
Inmhia. 

The following letter appeared in the 
CiiiKulian I'lt'sbijU'ruin of .March l-l>ii: 

Mil. Ei>lTOK.,-^Will y.iu be kind enough 
to allow me room to make some cuiiiiiients 
on the report of flie deimly sent to this 
Province by tho general assembly as pub- 
lished in your issue of (.ictober 20111 >. Aa 
I do not wish judgment to go again.si ua 
by default, I de.aire to have; these com- 
ments on reconi in your columns. As 
brictly aa the nature of tho ca.sn pormita, 
I ahall point out a few of tho iiiiatakes in 
that very — to a.'iy tho least of it mislead- 
ing report. Itaay.s: "Tho proaent con- 
dition of Proabyterianiam in tho Province 
is not cheering. Much good has doubt- 
leas been done, but the results do not ap- 
pear iij all their proportion to the iiioiioys 
expended in past years by the church of 
Scotland and the Preabytorian church of 
Canada. ' Then it is addoil, :us the grand 
reason for thia atato of things, that "CV>n- 
tlict of opinion and action on tho part of 
individual miuistora belonging to tho rival 
churches represented has hitherto mili- 
tated against progro.sa. " That report 
would have been about as near the mark 
if it said that our want of progress — nr 
the failure of *'our church to advance in 
British C(dunibia as it has done in nthor 
parta of tho Dominion" -loii to the battle 
of Tol-el-Kebir. T mu.sl say that we do- 
served something very far ditl'ereiit from 
the whole torn? of that very unsympathe- 
tic roport, and its expreased and implied 
censure. Under most adverse i.ir- 
cuinstances of every kind, those mini.sters 
who have been hoi-o have, with lower ex- 
ceptions than is usual, creditably reiire- 
aontod the Presbyterian church, and 
msintained ibeir fow positions aa well as 
till- I"-*! .oi\ . : h'^rH— though like thorn 
("a I'.Hi .1 II I) I'.r in ;ny long years leading 
a aort of ii 'rU-ni tioj><' . 

Every candid ;ind unprejudiced man 
who knows anything of the history nf 
British Columbia knows that there have 
been neither "progro.ss," nor "propor- 
tionate results" hero in anything, civil or 
ecclesiaBiical, on account of our very 
small aettled ])opulalion. We have had 
occasionally a comparatively largo popu- 
lation, but it has been very scattered, very 
heterogeneous, and V(;ry mignitoiy. A 
fair roport W(;uld do so, if folt called upon 
at all to go back "on tho p.iMt." Dntil 
very recently our wholo— what wo call- 
white population would not make « Ilrd or 
fourth rate town in Ontario — and that 
scattered over hiindroils of miles. Jii.st 
as well might a deputy have bl.anied Dr. 
Black at Rod River for having only one 
congregation for »u many years m all Ma- 
nitoba and tho northwest; or attribute 
the ^reat increase of tho ohuroh there now 
to his removal. You cannot have church- 
e.s without people; and tho prosperity of 
any particular branch of the chiircli at 
tho nral depends upon the character of 
the jxipulation and its source. (\h to tho 
character of our population, however, I 
tliiiik n statement iii tho d.-puty's repnri 
from Koine one is rather strong: "From 
all Kpi>o.sraiu'fH the ludinn [io]Uihition aro 
far more an.'sioiis to be instructed than 
thoir white brethren are.") Siqipose 
that tho present popoulation of Manitoba 
and the northwest had all gone fixim the 
province of Quoboc, where would our 
church bo there to-day i Or could any 
fair-minded m.an upbruid us for want of 
progreaa there / Until I road the report 
commentod on I never knew that the aize 
and appearance of a place wore any indi- 
cation of the size uf a congregation of 
any particular donnmination that ought 
to bo "gathered in." 

2. But beside the backward and disap- 
pointing condition ui the province for so 
many years, there is another principal 
cause which has "militated" .against our 
progress; indeed, I may aay tho othor 
principal cause. Lveii with our very 
small, acatterod, heterogeneous, and mi- 
gratory population, our presont condition 
would bo much more "cheering" had the 
parent churches boon aa prompt and libe- 
ral in giving usministora, and in supply- 
ing their places when vacated, as otiiei 
denominations have boon. But somehow 
they have boon unable or unwilling to 
grant us tho supplio.i iioedod, and repeat- 
edly^ and moat urgently asked for. What 
aro the facts ( Before wo had a presby- 
tery at all tho homo churchoa and tho Ca- 
nadian church refuaed to .send a supply 
in the year IBtiii to Pandora .street church 
Victoria; and conaeijuently the doors of 
one of the finest cliarchos in tho province 
were clo.sed for some nine years, against 
one of the most onthiisiaatic and liberal 
congregations ever assembled ; and so far 
as those churches were concerned they 
might have been closed even yet. The 
Canadian church declined to supply 
Mr. Dulf'a place when he left Cariboo 
in 18t)5, though tho proapocts were vastly 
more encouraging than they aro now. 
And after he left New Westminster in 
18G7 it was loft vacant for.about eighteen 
months. Whun Mr. Aitkon loft Nain- 
aimo in 1871, that pliico was left unaup- 
pliod for nearly five years; a very good 
church waa locked up, and tlio niicleua of 
a most promising congregation acatterod. 
In reply to my repeated and urgent en- 
treaty to send a minister, I wa.s told tliai 
noiiocould be got to como. In the .s|.i iii!,'ol' 
1875 one at huigth consented |.i come 
for Nanaimo, and \vhon a point of 
order waa raised ia tho Synod of Toronto 
anei.it his liconso and ordination, an in- 
fluential member was reported in the 
Qlobc as saying, "Mr. S. would have a 
congregation of only forty or fifty in the 
fiohi proposed, and it was a loss for him 
(sic) to expend hia fine taleiila in such a 
amall place. " Even thui wore we expect- 
ed 1,0 have thinga "clioering. " Will some 
one try the experiment of m.iking things 
"cheerful" by shutting up a cluuch or 
two in T ironto for tfvo or nine years, ami 
then open it again/ 

But, iNlri Editor, in thoae circumstaiices 
the church of Scotland nobly came to 
our aid in tin? sumimner of 1875, upon 
the personal solicitation nf tho Rev. Mac- 
Rrugor, of Victoria, with a very liberal 
grant of money (§6000 a year) and four 
additional ruiniKtors. Victoria district, 
Nanaimo, Lant^ley and Nicola ffor which 
place 1 had asked for a miniater aome 
years jjefore) wcro then supplied, and tho 
prospects appeared most promising. Of 
course no one over supposed then tliat it 
would have been nccosRay t.) continue the 
granta to these phicon for anch a length ol 
time. We wo wore looking then, as we 
have HO often looked in vain, for a large 
inBux of population, and more proapcrous 
times. And that there rni^tit not be 
oven the appearance of "conflict of opin- 
ion and action," or of "rival churches," 1 
at once united with the Proabytory, and 
we had as low di.spiites as ever took place 
iu any Proabytory. but very soon it waa 
the same story with some of our ministers 
as with so manj'of othor churches— -posi- 
tion and proapocls wore too dark and dis- 
couraging, and two of our number loft 
tlio province; and (not aa it waa with 
other churches) uo supplies could bo ob- 
tained to fill tho vacancies. And over a 
year ago Nanaimo was again loft vacant— 
tho church and mauso closed up— and it 
remains au; and the minister who 
may conio along now, or at some 



future day, will have anything but a 
"cheering" work to do in trying to bring 
back faniiliea and children from other 
churches and Sabbath achoola, or from 
the streets. The' winister not only lef i 
Nanaimo but the province, but in all ton 
miniatora of our church and about forty 
otliora, who have left .■-ince luy arrival; 
and all of them, 1 believe, on account of 
the difiioultiea, diacourageineiits and dia- 
.appointmenta met with. "Contlict of 
opinion and action on the part of individ- 
ual miniatora behmgiug to the rival 
churchoa" had about aa mnch to do with 
tlicao changes, and tho constant and dia- 
couraging failures to obtain 3up]dies as 
they had io do Viith [.he transit of Venus. 
Uad the Canadian or other Preabytorian 
Churchoa given ua the iieceaaary auppliea 
our poaition would bo different now, not- 
withstanding tho diaappointinonta in tho 
progrosa of the province. .\nd yet aa may 
bo aeon from the first part of this letter, 
not so very ditlerent after all compared 
with other [larta of the Dominion. \Ve 
might have had aelf-anpportiiig congre- 
gations in Victoria and Nanaimo, the for- 
mer buing tho capital and chief centre of 
population and business; and in the latter 
on account of tho extension of the coal 
mines; also :i fow more miuistora in other 
places at heavy exiiense, though not at 
all in eiu'oufai,'ing cireiiniatances. For be 
it noted, that outside of Victoria, there 
ia not a self sup|iorting congregation bo- 
longing to any I'roteataiit denomination, 
uotwithatanding moat zealoiia ofl'orta, and 
in many inatancea with the field all to 
tlioniHolves. Since reading tlie deputy's 
report my syiu|)atliy has vary greatly in- 
creased in bohaif of thoae poor laraolitcs 
in the brick fiolda of Egypt. No great 
wonder, verily, "that the ofUcers of tho 
children of Tarael" indignantly expostu- 
lated with Pharo.ali saying, "Wherefore 
dealesl thou tlui.s with thy servants? 
There is no straw ljivi-ii unto thy aor- 
vants, and I hey aay to ua, make brick; 
and bohold thy servants are beaten; but 
the fault is in thine own people." 

There have been othor hindrances to 
our progress, but they have been only 
aueh as are common, more or less, to all 
now iilacea, and not worthy of mention 
compared with tho two pointed out, and 
altogether ignored by the deputy in his 
report. 

;!. It not trespassing too much Upon 
your valuable apace, plwiao allow me room 
for the correction of another of tho many 
miatakoa (unintentional of courae) in tho 
roport. Writing of Now Westminster, it 
ia aaid : "From tho report (coiigrega- 
lioiial) submitted to tho laat Cenoral Aa- 
seinbly, wo learn that the tnemborahip ia 
thirty-eight, and that thoro has boon 
little or no increase for somo years past : 
that tho Sabbath school ia attended by 
thirty childron." The facta aro,howoTor, 
as correctly quoted from tho roport, 
"Thoro have been aii: nanuia added to 
tho communion roll, which now contains 
tho naraea of thirty-eight meinbora resi- 
dent in tho bounds. The .Sabbath 
school was atteiuhid by fifty children." 
But where waa that very sugi;e3tivo sen 
tonce obtained — "There has been little 
or no increiiao (in the nioniberahip) for 
somo years past?" It is not in my re- 
nori ; nor has it any foundation in fact. 
For the fact ia, that in tho two preceding 
yeara the "additiona" were twonty-aix ; 
and the decreaao by deaths and romovala 
from the bounda just the same number, 
twonty-aix. ()thor statements mado 
about Now Westminster are more mat- 
tors of opinion and speculation with no 
proper basis to rest on, and can be taken 
for what they are worth, and in tho light 
of tho foregoing. I preBuiiie, however, 
that I am at liberty to form an opinion 
of tho.se atatemonta, and, in tho circum- 
stancea, to give utterance to it ; and my 
opinion is that they are .ia ungenerous as 
they arc unjust. 

1 have only to add that the Uov. Mr. 
McElmon, of Comox, givea mo liberty 
to .say that hi^ fully ondoraos my descrip- 
tion of tho Deputy's roport aa "very mis- 
leading" ; and he adds, "I think it is al- 
togothor too bad that the doctor did not 
give y{)u aomo credit for your arduous 
labors under so many discoiirageiiienta ." 
The Rev. D. Oaniblo, Victoria, writea me 
anent tho report, "Tho whohi thing ia 
.strongly calculatod to mislead, even whoro 
truth ia partially told. . . . His roport 
concerning your work is contemptible in 
the oxtroino."

AN OPIUM VICTIM. 

A Sad SiBtory of a Fromiains Touth 
Buinod by "Hicting tho Pipe."

Ill response to Judge Ferrall'a command 
"Richard Vaughn, stand up," a pale, 
hickly-looking young man, not more than 
twenty yeara of ago, aroae in the prison- 
or'a dock on Saturday last to receive son- 
tenco for burglary in tho second degree. 
The priaonor had pleailed guilty, and at 
hia own request was sent to San Quentin 
instead of the house of correction for the 
re.ason that he believed he would have a 
better chanco to regain hia health across 
the bay. .-V more wretched looking ob- 
ject than this unfortunate youth aa ho 
appeared for aentenca — hia face ghastly 
white and thin, his nerves shattered, hia 
wholo body in a tremble, a coraploto wreck 
both in mind and body — has seldom boon 
soon in a criminal dock, where so many 
sad sights are presented. For a fow min- 
utea, among tho audionco, in a chair 
kindly provided by tho bailiff, a middle- 
agud lady closely veiled, sat and watched 
the proceedings. When tho poor wretch 
faltered out hia prayer to bo aent to San 
(Quentin, this lady, with a convulsive aob, 
hurriedly left the court room. She was 
the mother of tho prisoner, luid had boon 
to see the judge about hia case. Only a 
few years ago ho nas a bright, healthy, 
promising boy, with excellent prospects 
before him. He belontjod to a good fam- 
ily and hia brothers and aistors moved in 
tho beat society. In an ovil momont, ow- 
ing to bad company, ho visltod an opium 
don. From that hour his downward pro- 
gress waa rapid. Homo, family, frionds, 
honor and health, all wore abandoned and 
sacrificed fur tho deadly fumes of tho 
opium pipe. When arrested, he had de- 
cency enough left to ahield his family 
from shame by p;iving an aBsiimod name. 
Judge Forrall, in view of tho sad circum- 
stances, gave tho prisoner tho compara- 
tively light sentence of two yeara at San 
Quentin. In all probability he will not 
trouble the state half that period of time. 
Yet hia unhappy mother was thankful for 
tlio kindness shown her ruined boy, and 
thanked the judge with tears in her eyes.

Tho deceased was married nineteen 
yeara ago to a man iianied Allen, but sep- 
arated from hini. They had two chil- 
dred, a boy and a girl, tho former of 
wIkuu is with his father in the United 
Statea, and the hitter was with her 
mother.

The pursuers, whoae 
numborahad been very largely added to, 
surrounded the church, and after about 
two hours the police induced the fugitives 
to surrender. They were taken to the 
police station, where they gave their 
names aa Frank Johnson and Thomas 
White.
